specification on pages 4 (L 10-17) and 11 (L 23-29) where the absorbent core is 
provided within the absorbent core area of the absorbent article and is not consistent 
with the parts of the absorbent article that form the outer cover where in Brandon et al. 
member 92 is consistent with the parts of the absorbent article that form the outer
